Water Problem 


Is Baffling 


Shawsheen residents and public works 
officials remain perplexed over the water 
quality situation in their area which runs 
spasmodically from bad to worse. 

And, housewives in the area are 
desperately seeking those people who 
appear on TV commercials ripping shirts 
in half and promising whiter whites, as the 
water problem continues to soil laundry. 

Public Works Director Robert E. 
McQuade, whose only “‘ring around the 
coliar”’ at the moment is trying to find the 
source of the dirty water problem, said 
that the mains in the area would be flush- 
ed from 7:30 a.m. through to the evening 
hours both today and Friday in another 
attempt to clear the lines of whatever may 
be causing the difficulty. 

Based on information given to 
selectmen Monday night, the problem sur- 
faces only during late afternoon and early 
evening hours and seems to be all right on 
weekends. Also the problem is not in each 
and every household in the village, some 
homes are not effected at all. 

Acting Town Manager Sheldon S. Cohen 
said Monday that the public works depart- 
ment had been working on the ‘‘baffling’’ 
Situation for the past two weeks and still 
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has more work to do in tracing the source 


of the problera.

Power 


“The Controversy over Nuclear Power”’ 
will be the subject of a lecture by Warren 
R. Grimes of the Tennessee Oak Ridge 
National Laboratory in the McQuade 
Library Auditorium at Merrimack College 
Friday, Nov. 17 at 3 p.m. 


Grimes graduated with an AB in 
Chemistry from Wabash College, Craw- 
fordsville, Indiana in 1940. His graduate 
training was in Physical Chemistry at 
Purdue University from 1940 to early 1944; 
he received an MS from that institution in 
1942. 

Mr. Grimes joined the Manhattan Pro- 
ject (the wartime atomic effort) in April 
1944 as a chemist at SAM Laboratories, 
Columbia University. He moved in 
December 1944 to the Electromagnetic 
Separations Plant (Y-12) operated by 
Tennessee Eastman Corp. in Oak Ridge, 
Tennessee. He was, successively, 
research chemist, group leader and sec- 
tion chief in development of improved 
methods of analysis in the Research Divi- 
sion of that plant and remained in the 
latter capacity when Union Carbide Corp.

Massive brick arches in basement of Brown’s 
Tavern in Tewksbury were originally con- 
structed to support the building’s fireplaces and 


The rehabilitation and preservation of 
one of Tewksbury’s most prominent land- 
marks, Brown’s Tavern, as a branch of the 
Andover Savings Bank is expected to be 
completed before Thanksgiving according 
to Richard MacGowan, vice president of 
the bank. 

The conversion of the Tavern which was 
built about 1800 has attracted widespread 
interest. It is regarded by historians as a 
good example of the ‘‘Federalist’”’ period 
in American architecture. The building 
has also been cited as an example of how 
older structures of local interest can be 
saved through conversion to a contem- 
porary use. 

‘In a progress report on construction, 
MacGowan noted the project is under the 
direction of architect Kenneth Parry. 
Workmen representing a variety of skilled 
crafts have been at work since late spring. 

Preparation of the site surrounding the 
building is almost complete as is grading

area not being included in the town’s 
master plan for sewers. 

But the proposed developers had includ- 
ed a plan to provide sanitary systems for 
the development through installation of a 
lift station to connect with the town’s 
sewer system. 

This was not disapproved by the board of 
health and, in fact, at a Master’s hearing 
was said to be an acceptable engineering 
practice by the director of public works. 


Following the finding of the court in 
favor of the developers, selectmen and ad- 
ministrators had reviewed the matter to 
decide whether to appeal the matter 
further, thus blocking the development of 
the 20 lots within the subdivision. 


Atty. William J. Tinti, retained as 
special counsel to review the case, in- 
formed local officials that ‘‘the town’s 
hope of success on the appeal of the case is 
non-existent.’”’ 

Atty. Tinti examined all facets of the 
case from its hearing before the planning 
board through to court hearings. In his 
report to the board, Tinti said: 


“Reviewing the words used by the Plan- 
ningBoard in its decision, it is clear that 
sufficient detail was not given to relate the 
decision to the Subdivision Rules and

Regulations of the Town of Andover or to 
the Subdivision Control Law. 

“The Planning Board did not state in 
detail the way in which the plan failed to 
meet its rules and regulations as required 
by law. 

“The findings of fact by the Master, con- 
firmed by adoption of his report, are now 
final and cannot be contested unless they 
are ‘‘clearly erroneous”’ which in this case 
they do not appear to be. (Rule 53 of 
Massachusetts Rules of Civil Procedure) 

“The facts in this case do not contain 
elements sufficient to sustain a disap- 
proval of the definitive subdivision plan. 

“Therefore, it is my opinion that, the 
Town’s hope of success on the appeal of 
the case is nonexistent. 

“It would appear that the approach of 
the Town of Andover to this development 
was characterized by a lack of coordina- 
tion. Although this failure is true often 
enough of other communities, it doesn’t 
make the result in this case any more 
acceptable. 

“Unfortunately, land use decisions are 
often made by isolated units of govern- 
ment operating without clear goals or 
knowledge of their powers under the law. 

“The result is bewilderment and a 


process that can best be described as a 
trial by fire for all the parties involved.” 

In announcing the decision of the 
selectmen not to appeal the case Chair- 
man Susan T. Poore Monday night read 
the following statement: 

“The decision of the Board of Selectmen 
to withdraw its appeal of the Superior 
Court’s decision in the case of McNeil v. 
Erickson, relating to the Pendleton Sub- 
division, was made following our con- 
sideration of this matter on many oc- 
casions over the last six months. 

“Our decision followed the advice of 
special counsel that ‘‘...the Town’s hope of 
success on the appeal of the case..is non- 
existent.”’ 

“We have learned a lot from our ex- 
perience with this case about what we 
must do to cope with the enormous 
pressures for development of marginal 
land in Andover. 

“This effort will not be simple or easy.

The Four Seasons Garden Club’s conser- 
vation committee has recently completed 
updating an awareness trail and guide 
booklet to Foster’s Island Reservation. 


This delightful but little known area is An- 
dover conservation Commission land, 
located between Pomps Pond and the 
Shawsheen River. Easy access is made 
from behind the Shawsheen Rubber Com- 
pany in Ballardvale (opposite River St.). 


The trail leads through a variety of 
woodland areas including an impressive 
stand of mature white pines. Various 
habitats of the river, marsh and woodland 
are encountered. Native wildflowers are 
abundant and varieties of ferns and 
mosses are seen along the way. At one 
point the trail ascends a hill where there is 
a fine view of the marsh where waterfowl 
nest and are often seen feeding and resting 
during migration. 


The well marked trail is a pleasant so- 
journ which can be walked easily in less 
than an hour. The guide booklet is design- 
ed as a teaching aid to be used by adults 
accompanying elementary age children, 
but is adaptable to anyone wishing to use 
it. It employs the questioning or audobon 
approach, and encourages observation and 
awareness of the environment via the 
senses of smell, touch, sight and hearing. 
It asks what good is a dead tree or a fallen 
log; what happens to a tree after it dies; is 
any living thing using it as a home; how 
might the seeds or insects have traveled 
there. The booklet contains answers to 
these questions and others, but usually the 
children can think them out for 
themselves and will correspond to 
writings in the booklet. 


The garden club is making these 
pamphlets available free of charge to 
townspeople as a community service pro- 
ject. This is one of the projects their spr- 
ing fund raising effort supports. They are 
now available in the children’s room of 
Memorial Hall Library, the Conservation 
Commission office in Town Hall, the Girl 


Scout office and the Boy Scout office. 

Committee members will be happy to 
walk the trail with teachers and group 
leaders to acquaint them with the area 
before they take their groups out. Call 
Mrs. Robert Najjar or Mrs. James Beattie 
for information.

Jubilee Year England 


Sunday at Bitham Hall

In some British circles it is called the 
stately homes game. The ‘game’ has been 
occasioned by what are considered 
punitive and ill-balanced tax laws by the 
once rich. Today manor houses are opened 
to the public, for admission fees, as a 
means of sustaining an era that is past. 

The IPSM party was split into two 
groups for such a visit on Sunday, July 3rd. 
Alphabetically selected, we joined the 
group headed for Bitham Hall. A happy 
turn of events for us. 

Again we were favored with a beautiful, 
warm day. The ride through the coun- 
tryside was, as ever, delightful. Small 
towns dozing in the sunny, Sunday quiet. 
Soon our motorcoach headed up a country 
lane and halted beside an ancient, moss 
covered stone church. We were in Avon 
Dassett, Warwickshire, seven miles north 
of Banbury. Beside the church, outside a 
small cottage, a woman sat amid banks of 
flowers reading what we assumed was a 
Sunday newspaper and she favored us with 
a smile of greeting. 

Presently Gordon Rostance, our guide in 
the Midlands, indicated that we were to 
follow him. We proceeded on foot up a dirt 
road that wended beneath covering trees 
and amid rhododendrons. This we were 
told was once a Japanese garden. Sudden- 
ly before us and slightly above two well- 
tended lawn terraces stood Bitham Hall. 
At the foot of the stone steps leading from 
one terrace to the next and waiting to 
greet us stood our hostess Mrs. Worrall, 


- her slender and handsome son, his bride 


and a woman family friend ready to make 
us sincerely welcomed. 

After exchanging the customary 
pleasantries, the twenty of us were guided 
to the colonaded loggia fronting the man- 
sion. Tables and chairs were comfortably 
distributed along the tile flooring and we 
sat taking in the picture book surroun- 
dings. The young man of the house then 
started passing among us with pitchers of 
a cool potation called Pimm’s No. 1, low 
key and most refreshing. Amid the ice 
cubes floated slices of crisp cucumber. It 
made one feel cool just to look at the 
pitcher and the server’s smile of pleasure 


at serving the drink. 

The view stretching before us looked 
like something taken from a slick travel 
ad. Green, green lawns, well tended. 
Flowers abloom everywhere. In the 
background the muted sound of haying 
equipment. In the left distance the famous 
Cotswold hills rising hazily into a 
cloudless blue sky. 

Bitham Hall is the ancestral home of 
Colonel and Mrs. C. Worrall. The Colonel 
served for many years in the Coldstream 
Guards, an elite unit of the British armed 
forces. Mrs. Worrall is half Irish, speaks 
fluent French and knows antiques and 
cooking. 

Colonel Worrall’s great grandfather, 
while in Europe on tour, visited Florence 
and stayed at a villa which he enjoyed so 
much that he built a replica here upon his 
returm The site, on a westward slope, 
offers a magnificent view of Edge Hill, 
scene of the first battle between the 
Royalists and Oliver Cromwell’s 
Roundheads in the civil war. The manor 
dates back to 1850 and the Colonel retired 


here to pursue his interests in farming, 
politics and local government.

The plight of these landed gentry was 
explained. There are over 250 acres on this 
estate. Each acre is valued at about 850 
pounds, or somewhere in the vicinity of 
$1,800 per acre, American. It is unrealistic 
to consider selling any of this real estate 
since taxes would gobble up over 95% of 
the take. So the land owners struggle to 
hang on. They lease acreage to farmers. 
They host guests. Some members of the 
family are employed in offices and retail 
stores. 

The charm of Bitham Hall is indellibly 
stamped on every aspect of the manor and 
its people but the ravages of time tell 
noticeably. Mrs. Worrall told of a high 
windstorm during which slates were being 
blown off the roof. She didn’t dare try to 
enter for fear of being struck by flying 
debris. At one time 30 gardeners were 
employed. Now there is one. Yet we 
couldn’t tell from the looks of the flower 
beds and the lawns that there had been a 
cut in the number of caretakers. Neat, 
plentiful and well weeded, the multi- 
colored posies all danced in a light breeze 
to add their particular charm to this day. 


We were led to an interior that ap- 
proximates a museum, though retaining 
the warmth of a live-in, wealthy home. 
Oils and porcelains abound. Huge 
fireplaces.

Pretentions are not necessary. Every ac- 
tion, every word bore the stamp of class. 

The interior of the manor house is large. 
The rooms are huge with high, ornate 
ceilings. We noted pipes along the walls in 
some of the rooms and inquired about 
heating such a large establishment. It is 
very difficult and not all rooms are 
heated. One young lady seated at our table 
told of having to put on a coat when leav- 
ing the warm kitchen to go to another 
heated room in another part of the house. 


And so it is today. The stately homes 
game, and we did not see it that way, is an 
important revenue producing business. In 
1974 some 11 million people visited 
privately owned historic houses. 20% of 
these people came from abroad. A total of 
4% million pounds of income was realized. 
The figures quoted, we are told, are based 
on admission charges only and expen- 
ditures on catering, souvenirs, etc. are 
said to about double the figure. Our visit 
was to what is considered a small proper- 
ty. Vast estates throughout England are 
also open to paying visitors. The Govern- 
ment, anxious the preserve these historic 
dwellings, can provide little funding to 
keep the demolition contractor’s steel ball 
from swinging. A Historic Buildings Coun- 
cil dispenses 1% million pounds annually 
amongst historic properties. It is far from 
enough. 

It was time to leave. Our hostess, who 
treated us as friends throughout the visit, 
accompanied us right to our coach and we 
were weved off with a sorry-to-see-you- 
leave goodbye. This attitude is not general 
in the game. In some areas, we are told, a 
let’s-get-this-over-with air prevails. Not 
so at Bitham Hall. We were sorry to go. 


Homeward bound for the Metropole. 
Our guide had a further treat for us. We 
stopped for tea about four o’clock in the 
town of Chipping Campden. A visitor’s 
delight is the King’s Arms hotel on the old 
Market Square. This hotel is formed part- 
ly of a Georgian residence and of an early 
17th century building. Having tea, unac- 
customed as we were, began to have a 
looked-forward-to place in our daily ac- 
tivities. The experience here added to the 
richness of our day. A sign across the 
square caught our eye. The Fat Cavalier 
restaurant. We didn’t go there but were 
told that the fare was exceptionally good. 


PERSONALIZED FOR CHRISTMAS 


Tranquility was everywhere with none of 
the hurry-up we are natively accustomed 
to. 

Heading back to our hotel we were 
shown Warwick Castle, a forbidding look- 
ing mass of masonry and once home of the 
Earl of Warwick, the king maker, of 
whom we were to learn more about 
through our visit to Stratford Upon Avon, 
and its famous son, William Shakespeare.

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History, Houses 
Feature Of Hike 


On Sunday Nov. 20, the Andover Com- 
mittee of the Appalachian Mountain Club 
is sponsoring a hike featuring some of the 
history and houses of Andover. 

The hike is about three miles in length 
mostly through open fields and woodlands 
into the center of town. If will include 
parts of West Parish Cemetery, Indian 
Ridge Reservation and Central Street 
where many of the town’s oldest houses 
are located. Some points of interest are: 

West Parish Church, one of ithe oldest 
religious edifices in Andover; West Parish 
Cemetery, developed by the late William 
M. Wood; Indian Ridge, part of an esker 
system dating back to the last Ice Age, 
also the probable jumping off point for an 
Indian attack on the early settlers 300 
years ago in April 1677 in which a son 
(Joseph age 24) of George Abbot was kill- 
ed and another (Timothy age 13) taken off 
as a captive.

Before the holiday rush gets into full swing, if it 
hasn’t already, there are a few items worthy of com- 
pliments to which we shall address ourselves today. 

Leading the list is the patience and understanding be- 
ing expressed by many Shawsheen residents plagued by 
a bad water problem in the area. 

For once, the head of the department isn’t being 
scolded, ridiculed or whatever, due to a problem over 
which he has no control at the moment. 

Monday night a delegation from the village appeared 
before selectmen to discuss the water quality problem 
and amid displays of dirty and ruined laundry, ineffec- 
tiveness of Clorox to correct the situation, Public Works 
Director was publicly thanked for his efforts to provide 
a remedy to the problem. 

McQuade has probably viewed more water samples, 
examined more laundry than the repulsive people on TV 
who decry ring around the collar, and, in general, spent 
considerable time in the Shawsheen area attempting to 
find the source of the irritant. 

But, the problem remains. Dirty water keeps coming 
from pipes in some sections of the village and not others 
and at particular times of the day. 

Today and tomorrow the lines in Shawsheen will geta 
thorough flushing in another attempt to remedy the 
situation. McQuade and his aides will continue to in- 
vestigate until the problem is solved, which doesn’t ex- 
pedite relief for the Shawsheen neighbors, but it shows 
that every effort is being made to effect correction. 

While it’s not a pleasant situation for those involved, 
we were impressed with the hand given McQuade by the 
residents Monday night indicative that they were un- 
derstanding of his efforts to solve their problem. 

And, a tip of the hat to some of those lesser publicized 
athletes in our community, who have performed well 
during the fall season. 

First let’s salute the East Junior High football team 
which topped West Junior High 24-6 recently marking 
the first victory for the ‘‘uptowners,”’ in ten years. 

While the gridiron activity at this level doesn’t 
receive the attention of their varsity brethren, the ac- 
tion is still the same and the results satisfying for the 

competitors. 

The win for East this year was equivalent to the ex- 
huberance obtained from winning the game classed as 


the traditional rivalry, and was even more rewarding in 
view of the ten-year victory drought in the rivalry for 
them. 

We also would like to compliment the various efforts 
put forth by the various soccer organizations in the 
community, from the youngsters to the high school var- 
sity. 

Relatively new to the sports scene locally, popularity 
of soccer has taken off in recent years. The varisty 
soccer team had its best season since being raised to in- 
terscholastic status and participated in the state tour- 
nament. 

A representative girls team has completed its season 
with an awards banquet and the Andover Soccer 
association has completed its season providing competi- 
tion for close to 300 youngsters. 

Such activity portends a bright future for the sport in 
Andover. 

Selectman Richard J. Bowen in deserving of mention 
for his suggestion of a prograrn to remove barriers to 
the handicapped, and finding funds to seed the program 
as well. 

Bowen suggested that such a program should be ex- 
amined by the town, noting difficulties experienced by 
those in wheel chairs or on crutches or canes, for in- 
stance, in gaining entrance to public buildings, or even 
in crossing streets due to high curbs. 

In looking into the town’s funds, the selectman found 
some money which had been appropriated back in the 
1940’s and gathering interest over the year to the point 
where it now had reached nearly $50,000. 

He feels this fund can be tapped to initiate the 
program. 

New building laws demand provisions for the han- 
dicapped in public structures. Alteration of existing 
structures will also require consideration of removal of 
such barriers. Bowen’s $50,000 suggestion can get some 
of the work initiated within the next year probably. 

Finally, the rumor mill is grinding out some rather

new entrance for bank customers. A sub- 
stantial addition in the rear of the building 
has also been designed to match the 
Tavern’s original lines. Architect Parry 
noted in a recent inspection of the building 
that matching the roof lines of the original 
Tavern was the toughest job facing con- 
struction workers. 

Renovation, a difficult task at best in 
older buildings was eased somewhat when 
it was discovered the Tavern’s original 
thick field stone foundations and basement 
walls had not settled during the 177 years. 


Inside the Tavern workers have made 
progress too. The entire first floor has 
seen a dramatic change as old partitions 
have been removed to open up the entire 
area. The design calls for retaining the 
original ceiling heights as well as the 
Tavern’s decor throughout including the 
distinctive wainscotting or panelling. 


One room on the first floor has been 
reserved for historical exhibits, according 
to the bank’s plans. 

Workmen have also removed several 
partitions and uncovered the original 
brick warming ovens built as part of the 
Tavern’s main fireplace. At least one 
fireplace in the building will be restored to 
full working condition. 

Workmen are currently at long task of 
honeycombing the Tavern with a full 
network of utilities including, wiring, 
plumbing, heating ventilation and air con- 
ditioning. The building will be heated and 
cooled with local devices called ‘‘heat 
pumps’”’ which will handle the dual job of 
heating in the winter and air conditioning 
during the summer. According to 
architect Parry, the Tavern is one of the 
first projects of its kind to be dependent 
upon such a system. Parry notes the use of 
heat pumps allows areas within the 
building not in use to be closed off 
resulting in a substantial savings in 
energy. 

The building’s basement area has been 
converted into space for bank employees, 
washrooms and utilities. The facilities 
have been built around two huge brick 
arches which were originally built to sup- 
port the weight of the Tavern’s fireplaces 
and chimneys. Original hand hewn beams, 
more than 30 feet in length have been left 
exposed. 

As restoration reaches its final stage, 
workers will begin the finely detailed 
“finish work’’ which includes everything 
from outside siding, to inside wallpaper.

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Chongris Gets Permit After Year’s Wait 


George Chongris received a gravel pit 
permit from the selectmen Monday night 
— almost a year after the hearing on the 
matter. 


Chongris who applied for a permit to 
remove gravel from a Blanchard Street 
site, to be used at other building locations 
being developed by him, was granted ap- 
proval, with a list of some 23 conditions 
which he must adhere to in his operation. 


And, he almost didn’t get the permit 
Monday night. 

Selectman Richard J. Bowen told his 
colleagues that he was distressed over a 
communication from town counsel which 
indicated the direction the board could act 
in acting on gravel permits. 


Bowen indicated that counsel had said 
the selectmen can act somewhat in the 
same manner as the board of appeals on 
such matters. ‘‘In effect what counsel is 
telling us is that it is easy to say yes, but 
difficult to say no.”’

tion to the matter and discussions with of- 
ficials of Shetland are planned. It is also 
suggested that some capital investment in 
new pipe installation may be needed and 
examination of service connections 
between the house and street will also be 
checked, he said. 

Selectman Philip Salamone, a 
Shawsheen resident, said that as a water 
commissioner, he was embarrassed to see 
what is being delivered. 

McQuade said that the mains in the 
village are old and are not lined, but that 
the town had faced problems of severe 
corrosion in many areas and solved them 
through flushing. 

The DPW director also said that since 
the 1950’s the town had treated water with 
chemicals to reduce or clear up corrosion 
effectively. He added that if the town were 
considering a major water main replace- 
ment program, ‘‘you might as well close 
your eyes to the $22.5 million capital im- 
provement program. 

Selectman Richard J. Bowen said he

justment, Bowen noted that when an ac- 
ting manager was employed, on two oc- 
casions in the past, the selectmen made a 
salary adjustment after the new manager 
was appointed.

A group of the ‘‘Rosellini Alumni’’ 
recently honored their former boss on 
the occasion of his elevation to the 
Vice Presidency of the NRA, and 
offered testimony to restaurant work 
as a key career influence. 

“T was a maverick when Victor took 
me in,’’ explains George Francis, now

owner of Seattle’s Family Affair 
Theatre-Cafe. ‘‘I had bounced around 
a lot and all of a sudden, at 
Rosellini’s, I discovered a man who 
was totally dedicated — to the com- 
munity and to his business. I had to 
decide whether I was serious — and I 
was.” 

“The restaurant is Rosellini’s life, 
and Rosellini is the restaurant,’’ adds 
John Thomas, no opening Team Assis- 
tant and Room service Manager for 
Seattle-based Western International 
Hotels. “‘Laid out before my eyes was 
the formula for success in business — 
total dedication.”’ 

In food service, success implies that 
the consumer endorses food while 
responding to atmosphere, decor and 
service. 

“Service is Rosellini’s secret 
weapon,” says Mick McHugh, now 
operator of Seattle’s wildly successful 
Jake O’Shaughnessy’s Restaurant. 
The Guiness Book of World Records 
claims O’Shaughnessy’s maintains 
the world’s largest liquor selection; 
more than 1000 different bottles are on 
display. 

“What I learned at Rosellini’s. I 
applied at O’Shaughnessy’s, adds 
McHugh. ‘‘Rosellini says there is only 
one kind of quality — the finest ser- 
vice, value, or relationships with peo- 
ple. I never could have been 
successful in my restaurant without 
this lesson.”’ 

Brooke Van Wyk, now vice presi- 
dent of a large chemical company, 
remembers the night Rosellini should 
have fired him, as an example of the 
restauranteur’s lingering influence. 

“IT was the parking lot attendant,

and a series of cars were parked ona 
hill in an alley. I neglected to engage 
the emergency brake on one car, and 
it broke loose, hitting each of the cars 
on the way. The last car hit was 
Rosellini’s. 

Heart pounding, Van Wyk con- 
fronted his boss with the news. 

Rosellini said, ‘“Brooke I think you 
better sit down. We have insurance, so 
go home and calm down.”’ 

“He kniew my own motivation

And responsibility came to John 
Still as a result of a Rosellini object 
lesson. Still began his career at 
Rosellini’s at the age of 12; in need of 
work, he falsified his age. Today he is

John B. Still, Inc., aerospace 
manufacturers’ representatives. 

“Rosellini is a complex man,”’ Still 
reflects. ‘‘He knows how to coax the 
maximum out of people, and he knows 
when to quit.

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Buffet Proving Popular 


Many restaurants have taken to 
featuring a buffet meal as a special 
feature one night a week. 

‘A buffet can be an exciting adven- 
ture in dining,’’ said internationallly- 
known Chef Stuart Cumming. 

“Or a buffet can be a bore.”’ 

It’s up to the person who produces 
it. 

“Unless a restauranter puts some 
thought into it, there can be a deadly 
sameness about a buffet,’’ says the 
well-known chef, currently on a 
nationwide tour. ‘‘All too often, it’s a 
long table covered with a white 
tablecloth with the food dishes lined 
up in a kind of military fashion.”’ 

As a culinary professional, Stuart 
Cumming has some very definite 
ideas about food service — and the 


‘credentials to support them. Born and 


educated in Scotland, he served his 
apprenticeship at the famed Maxim’s 
of Paris, operated his own restaurant 


for many years, is a director of the 
Culinary Institute of America, a 
school for chefs in Hyde Park, N. Y., 
and a consultant for Inver House. 

“Invent a theme for your buffet,’’ 
says Cumhing, ‘‘Carry it out in the 
decorations and the food. It may 
sound corny but it gets people in a 
gala mood—and that’s a primary in- 
gredient for any successful meal. 

“An Indian curry with all the 
acoutrements—fried bananas, rice, 
Poppadams-—plus chutney and other 
condiments is a good choice for a 
buffet. It’s easily eaten since the meat 
is bite-size and it’s a bit different.’’ 

Try not to have more than one or 
two hot dishes at the most, advises 
Cumming. But make sure those are 
served ‘‘hot,’’ not luke-warm. 

“Put a variety of crisp vegetables, 
bite-size, of course, and some dips on 
the end of the table so people can start 
to nibble as soon as they come in. 


Restaurant Place Settings 
Evolved Through Centruies 


Restaurant-goers are quick to ap- 
preciate the handsomely-appointed 
table setting and the shining silver 
flanking the plate. 

Few ever stop to think that there 
was a time when such table ap- 
pointments were reserved only for the 
wealthy. 

In Tudor England, salt cellars were 
distinguished family possessions, 
used only by the very wealthy who 
could afford the prestigious container 
for the expensive seasoning. 

The salt cellar was always placed 
within easy reach of the dining master 
of the house, and social rank was 
designated by seating around the table 
in relation to the salt cellar. 

This gave rise to the oldtime ex- 
pression, ‘worth your salt.’ 


The spoon is the oldest eating uten- 
sil, dating back to the shells first used 
by primitive man. Later handles were 
attached to the shells and even later 
wood and ivory tusks were carved into 
spoons. 

Bronze was the first metal used on 
the table, followed by gold and then 
Silver. 


The spoon as we see it in today’s 
restaurants dates only from the 
1600’s. 

Knives followed a similar evolution, 
the first made from stone and flint, 
followed by bronze and the other 
metals. 

However, it was not until the Middle 


Ages that the knife was recognized as ' 


natural equipment for the table.

One serving area might hold some 
pate and an assortment cf different 
breads in a basket. A wine and cheese 
table is always popular. 

For the “‘hot’’ table, make a promi- 
nent display of the main dish, advises 
Cumming. You’ll also want bowls of 
cubed cheddar, chopped onion, 
crackers and any other side dishes 
that are popular in your part of the 
country.”’ 

A dessert center could hold a selec- 
tion of petie fours of cookies, 
strawberries or clusters of grapes 
that have been dipped in sugar, and 
demi-tasse. 

Keep lighting subdued. Votive 
candles in glass holders of different 
colors are good for buffet tables. 


Seafood 
Restaurant 
Favorite 


Americans eat an average of 111 
pounds of meat each year, but only 12 
pounds of fish. 

However, fish is considered big 
business for restauranteers because 
an estimated 75 per cent of all seafod 
is eaten out. 

As one fish and chip franchise 
owner put it, ‘“‘Fish is the meal you 
can take home, but can’t make at 
home.’’ While Americans eagerly 
throw a steak into the broiler or popa 
roast into the oven, most wait until 
they’re seated at a restaurant to order 
baked stuffed lobster or shrimp 
Creole. 

Dining experts say that most 


Americans simply haven’t had enough 
exposure to seafood but all that’s 
changing. Throughout the midwest 
and non-coastal regions of the U.S., 
new seafood restaurants are cropping 
up. Fish and chipperies, nautical 
white tablecoth operatoins and 
medium-priced family restaurants 
are growing rapidly. 

Fast-food fish operations are 
catching on across the nation. Among 
the clusters of hamburger stands, 
fried chicken take-outs, pizza huts and 
sub shops, fish is becoming a booming 
business. 

Long popular in Britain, the idea of 
fish and chiperies are starting to 
catch on. The president of one fish and 
chip fast-food company said, ‘‘We 
decided that fish and chips is 
American, anyway. The Briish stole it 
from us during the Revolution. But we 
found the British method enviable. We 
felt Americans would not accept the 
fishy smell and flavor common to 
English fish and chips.”’ 

But here in New England the fish 
story is a little different. 

Along the Atlantic Coast, people 
have long been enjoying the harvests 
of the sea, dining out, and often at 
home. Many New Englanders don’t 
mind if their fish tastes fishy. 

Even though area cooks may serve 
haddock or filet of sole at home in the 
kitchen, seafood is still big business at 
area restaurants. 


Fish farming in the U. S. is expected to 
produce 847 million pounds in 1982, a 500 
percent rise above 1973 production. Maine 
lobsters are being raised in warm water 
from power stations in California. Yellow 
perch and walleyed pike are being farmed 
in Wisconsin. In Idaho, a hybrid trout 
grows six to ten times faster than wild 
trout, Massachusetts Audubon reports.

restore.’’ In the 16th 
century, this Latin root 
word was applied to a 
spicy broth and called a 
“restorative beverage.” 
Later it was applied to 
other ‘‘restorative’’ 
foods, especially gravy, 
soups, bouillions, and 
similar preparations. 

The honor for creating 
the first ‘“‘businessmen’s 
lunch’’ apparently 
belongs to a chap named 
Segius Locates, a 
Roman innkeeper in 40 
B.C. He devised the 
feature for ship brokers 
who were too busy to go 
home. 

Some authorities 
claim that the 
‘medieval’ history of 
the restaurant industry 
bewgan during the 
French Revolution in 
1789, when hiding 
aristocrats were fed in 
secret by their servants. 
These rendezvous 
became known to other 
aristocrats who were 
willing to pay a small 
charge for well-cooked 
meals. 

In ancient times, 
there were places for 
public cating roughly 
similar to our 
restaurants. Before the 
dawn of civilization, 
when people began mak- 
ing their homes in one 
place and occasionally 
traveling away from 
home — as distinguished 
from nomads who had 
no real homes — they 
needed a place to eat 
and sleep enroute. Thus 
early restaurants were 
usually in conjunction 
with sleeping accom- 
modations. 

Inns, hotels and 
monasteries of Europe 
served this function up 
to the 17th century, 
Chaucer’s Canterbury 
pilgrims used to gather 
prior to their journeys 
to the shrine of St. 
Thomas A. Becket to 
dine and revel. They 
also held inners there 
after they returned, at 
which time the best 
teller of stories during 
the pilgrimage was 
rewarded with a free 
meal and feted. This 
was the idea of the inn 
host, Harry Baileu, who 
went along on the trip to 
judge the best tales. 

In England, com- 
moners had patronized 
eating places called ‘‘or- 
dinary” as far back as 
1577. These were 
taverns which served 
only at specified 
mealtimes — usually

There are no doubt as many 
answers as there are people but one 
major reason is that it is an enjoyable 
activity in which the entire family can 

participate. But, and this is the big 

factor, no member of the family has 
to wash the dishes or clean up the din- 
ing room. 

People are naturally drawn to good 
food, excellently prepared and served 


with style. And it is to such 
restaurants that the American family 
turns to for a change, whether it is 
once a week, once amonth or just to 
celebrate a birthday, a promotion or 
an anniversary. 

Such restaurants are becoming 
more popular each year according to 
the most recent NRA survey. Current- 
ly they rate third in popularity and all 
indications are that they will gain in 
the years to come. 

Choosing restaurants is a personal 
thing and there are many and varied 
reasons, but the most important fac- 
tor is quality. 

The cost of a meal also enters into 
the habit of eating out. According to 
the NRA survey, the average amount 
spent on breakfast at restaurants is 
$1.81 per person; $2.31 for an average 
lunch; $3.75 for an average dinner and 
88 cents for between meal snacks. 

The 45 to 54 age group eat out more 
frequently and they spend the most 
money—an average of $17.41 a week. 
The lowest expenditure was among 
the under 25 age group, averaging 
$12.62 a week. Families in the 55 and 
over age group spent $14.68 weekly. 

These are averages for the nation; 
some areas perhaps have higher 
percentages. And this section of the 


The 


country, with an international reputa- 
tion for good food, no doubt has a 
higher percentage than many areas. 
Right now, dining out has grown to the 
extent that restaurants purchase 
about 20 percent of the country’s food 
products. In addition, the foodservice 
industry employs 4.7 percent of the 
nation’s work force, the largest 
number of any retail sector, accor- 
ding to the National Restaurant 
Association. 

In fact, an NRA official said recent- 
ly that ‘‘the foodservice industry is 
one of the bright spots in the nation’s 
economic picture. Dining out is a 
significant part of the life-style of this 
great country, and the restaurant in- 
dustry makes a major contribution to 
our nation’s economy.

Tipping has become an integral part 
of dining out. 

Yet few people are aware of the 
origin of the practice. 

According to Mark Strong, ex- 
ecutive secretary of the 
Massachusetts Restaurant Associa- 
tion, the word tips originated from the 
first letters of the phrase, ‘‘to insure 
prompt service.”’ 

However, since most tipping is done 
after service has been performed, it 
seems to be more a reward for ser- 
vices already rendered than an incen- 
tive for service to come. Strong does 
not believe that tipping is a prere- 
quisite for being served promptly and 
courteously.

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New England Economy Showing Improvement 


New England’s economic health 
continued to improve during July. 
After taking into account seasonal 
factors, non-agricultural employment 
rose to a new record, manufacturing 
output pushed to a _ post-recession 
high, and personal income gains con- 
tinued to exceed the increase in 
prices. Tempering this optimistic 
view of the region’s state of health 
were several negative indicators — a 
small cutback in the average factory 
workweek, a decline in retail sales 
and a fall-off in construction contracts 
awarded. The date supporting these 
findings are published in the 
September issue of the Federal 
Reserve Bank of Boston’s New 
England Economic Indicators. 

Nonagricultural payroll employ- 
ment in New Fingland in July rose toa 
new high of 4 $95,000 on a seasonally 
adjusted basis. The July gain of 31,200 
jobs contrasted with a lost of 8,300 
jobs in June and represented an ex- 
pansion of 125,200 jobs over the year- 
earlier level. New England manufac- 
turing industries provided 1,389,000 
jobs in July for a seasonally adjusted 
increase of nearly 9,000 over the 
month and 40,000 over the year. The 
improvement in manufacturing 
employment was spread among the 
durable and nondurable goods in- 
dustries, with the strongest expansion 
in the workforces of durable goods 
producers. The New England un- 
employment rate held steady in July 
at 6.4 percent of the labor force, 
seasonally adjusted. Unemployment 
rates for the current year are 
preliminary, and caution should be 
used in their interpretation.

Manufacturing output in New 
England continued to recover during 
July with production, as measured by 
the Federal Reserve Bank of Boston’s 
seasonally adjusted manufacturing 
production index, rising to 116 percent 
of the 1967 base period average from 
115 percent in June and 110 percent in 
July 1976. The durable goods in- 
dustries as a group registered the 
most substantial gains over the month 
and over the year. Electrical and non- 
electrical machinery industries show- 
ed particular strength during July. 
The nondurable goods group had a 
more modest increase in output dur- 
ing July with production gains in the 
paper products and food industries 
more than offsetting small production 
losses in several other nondurable in- 
dustries. 


The workweek of the region’s fac 
tory production workers averaged 40.4 
hours during July, the same as a year 
ago, but down from 40.6 hours in June. 
Small reductions in the workweek 
were recorded for July in each New 
England state except New 
Hampshire. Larger workforces enabl- 
ed New England factories to expand 
production during July despite the 
cut-backs in the workweek which oc- 
curred mainly in overtime. 


Construction activity as measured 
by the value of contracts awarded 
declined in each of the major 
categories in July. However, con- 
tracts for residential and nonresiden- 
tial projects were nearly 7 percent 
higher than in July 1976. Contracts for 
nonbuilding flrojects for which there 
is usually a long lead-time between

the contract award and the start of 
construction were down in July com- 
pared with the previous month and a 
year ago. 


Consumers have shared in the 
benefits of New England’s strengthen- 
ed economic situation. Personal in- 
come payments to New England 
residents rose 1.2 percent during 
June, the latest month for which in- 
come data are available, and were 
10.4 percent higher than a year ago. 
Rising consumer prices, however, 
have continued to reduce the real 
galns accruing to the region’s 
residents. The Boston consumer price 
index for July at 185.0 percent of the 
1967 base period average was 1.6 per- 
cent higher than the April index and 
9.9 percent above the July 1976 
average. The April-July rise was at- 
tributed to higher prices for most food 
products, as well as increased costs 
for housing, transporation, personal 
care, medical care and recreation. 


Retail sales in New England in June 
declined by 3.3 percent from May, 
with nondurable goods stores accoun- 
ting for the major part of the 
decrease. June retail sales, seasonal- 
ly adjusted, average nearly 9 percent 
higher than in June 1976. 


In the financial sector of the 
region’s economy, commercial and in- 
dustrial loans at a sampling of large 
commercial banks rose in July for the 
second consecutive month and totaled 
5.5 percent higher than a year earlier. 
In the current recovery period 
business loan demand has failed to 
develop as it has in some earlier 
recovery periods.

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‘Businessman’s Lunch’ 


The ‘‘businessman’s lunch”’ is older 
than you think. The honor of creating 
the first belongs to a chap named 
Seguis Locates, a Roman inkeeper, 
who in 40 B.C. devised this feature for 
ship brokers who were too busy to go 
home for lunch. 


The first restaurant ‘‘promotion’’ 
dates back to 14th Century London. 
Chaucer’s Canterbury pilgrims would 
gather before their journeys to dine 
and and revel at the Tabard Inn. The 
innkeeper, Harry Bailey, began going 
along on the journeys and judging the 
best stories told. The top-rated story- 
teller won a free meal at Bailey’s 
when the group returned to London. 


The first waitresses were at a place 
called ‘‘Dolly’s Chop House,”’ which 
numbered among its clientele many 
famous writers, painters and com- 
posers. Fielding, Defoe, Swift, 
Dryden, Gainsborough and Handel 
were all steady customers, probably 
just after she introduced pretty ser- 
ving maids to replace the traditional 
waiters. 


Concept of the “grill room’’ in 
England was credited to traveling 
Americans who didn’t want to dress 
for dinner. The first gill was opened in 
London in 1860, and made no restric- 
tions on dress, offered fine at- 
mosphere and good food. 


In the United States, earliest 
restaurants were patterned after 
their English and Continental counter- 
parts, and were mainly wayside inns, 
coffee houses and taverns during the 
Colonial period. It wasn’t until the 
19th Century that dining away from 
home became ‘‘the’’ thing to do 
among the wealthy classes, and then 
elaborate restaurants and dining 
rooms in better hotels came into be- 
ing. 


It took a revolution however, the In- 
dustrial Revolution, to bring 
restaurants within the financial reach 
of everyone. When men and women 
started working in factories and of- 
fices in increasing numbers, the first 
cafeteria opened in New York City in 
1885 to provide quick, inexpensive 
meals.
